the Captain's eldest daughter, nbou 
seventeen years of age, and Mr. Fris 
bie, a woll known plantation engineer 
Captain Jeanfrau lost fourcbildren, bu 
saved his wife and buby, who, witl 
him, was sleeping in the texus. Per 
ret, a passenger who escaped, think 
the boat was built three years ago, anc 
was valued at $30,000. She had on 
board 169 bogheads of sugar, man; 
barrels of molasses, and a quantity o 
rice. It is impossible at present to ge 
the actual number of lives lost, as th 
books aid papers of the boat were un 
der the tciae. 


Capt. Jeanfrau statefe that the steam 


or Empire was not overloaded, and he 
guards were well above water. He wa 
awakened by a great noise, and just in 
time to clutch one of his children anc 
swim to the shore. 
His wife, stuudin 


on the deck with her baby in her arms 
clung to the wheel-house of a neigh 
boring boat as the Empire went down 
but the violent shock wrenched th 
child from bcr grasp, and it wa 
drowned.

STRIKE IN ST. CLAIR CO. 


BlelViilta Gets on 
ttis Ear. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Lieut. General 


Sheridan to-day received an official re- 
port from Goo. Miles, stating that an- 
ither dispatch from McClellan Creek 
states that two hundred Cheyennes,who 
recently engaged Capt. Farnsworth's 
command of twenty-five men and were 
defeated, encountered ninety-eight mco 
of United States cavalry and iefantry,in 
command of Lieut. Frank D. Baldwin, 
chief of scouts, and after a fight, lasting 
five hours, were driven from the field. 
The Indians lost their entire oulfit,und 
left behind them two little white 'girls, 
named Germon, whose parents, brother, 
and older sister were massacred in Kan- 
sas, while the family were moving to 
Colorado. 
Two other sisters, aged 


thirteen and fifteen, are still in the 
hands of the Indians. Fresh and pick- 
ed troops have gone in pursuit of the 
retreating Indians, who ar« moving for 
the Staked- Plains.
